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taking a dip at research park is dangerous' 


POLICE are urging young people 
to stop swimming in a dangerous 
pond. 

Haverhill police say that al¬ 
most every day up to 100 young¬ 
sters gather at a pond on the 
town’s research park to take a dip. 

The pond is deep and unsafe, 
and the problem has now got so 
bad that the owners of the re¬ 
search park have introduced se¬ 
curity patrols. 

The Haverhill Research Park 
site includes a development of 
150 new homes, and residents 
have been calling to complain 
about the swimmers. 

A spokesman for Haverhill 
police said: “We are getting calls 
pretty much daily from residents 
about kids swimming in the 
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pond on the Haverhill Research 
Park, leaving litter, and using the 
life buoys as rubber rings. 

“It’s dangerous and deeper 
than it looks. It’s really murky 
water with weeds underneath. 
Something could seriously go 
wrong. 

“Parents need to be mindful 
about where their children are 
actually going swimming. The 
“no swimming” signs are up 
there. We can move them along 
but within a couple of hours they 
are back. 

“It’s so so dangerous, and it’s 
annoying for residents. They are 


leaving copious amounts of rub¬ 
bish. 

“Plastic bags are seen floating 
in the lake, when we have just 
had baby ducklings hatch there. 

“We are looking at a long-term 
solution with the research park. 
Some days there are 100 kids up 
there all trying to swim.” 

Nic Rumsey, director of re¬ 
search park developer Jaynic, 
confirmed that they were work¬ 
ing to solve the problem. 

He said: “The lakeside at 
Haverhill Research Park is open 
for local people to enjoy as a local 
amenity but that does not extend 
to using it for bathing. 

“It is illegal and not safe to 
bathe in the lake and there are 
clear signs warning against this. 


“Those who ignore these signs 
put theirs and possibly other 
people’s lives at risk.” 

Mr Rumsey added: “Unfortu¬ 
nately we are now having to in¬ 
troduce security patrols in the 
evenings and at weekends to 
ensure the lake is not used for 
swimming - anyone found ignor¬ 
ing the signs will be escorted off 
the park and further action may 
be taken.”

Tackling 
Ben Nevis 


MOST of us might think it 
was enough of a challenge 
to climb the tallest moun¬ 
tain in Britain - but one 
Haverhill woman chose to 
start her hike at 10.30pm. 

Alison Bardoe, 46, of May- 
pole Terrace, climbed Ben 
Nevis last Friday night to 
raise money for the Alzhei¬ 
mer’s Society. 

She and her friend Ioan¬ 
na Warren Eastwood, 42, 
were inspired to take on the 
epic hike because a mutual 
friend’s father suffers from 
Alzheimer’s. 

Alison said: “It was just an 
amazing experience. It was 
very, very tiring, very gruel¬ 
ling mentally and physically, 
but it was such a sense of 
achievement at the top. 

“People don’t understand 
the life-affirming thing you 
get at the top, after climbing 
over boulders.” 

Although both of the 
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friends had done some hik¬ 
ing before, neither of them 
had attempted anything this 
challenging. 

It took them a gruelling 
four hours to reach the half¬ 
way mark. The walk took 
nine and a half hours in to¬ 
tal, with the walkers arriving 
back at 8am on Saturday. 

“We had people before us 
who were comiing down the 
mountain as we were com¬ 
ing up,” said Alison. 

She went on: “It’s not just 
a flat trek. You’re stepping 
over things for hours and 
hours. It seems never-end¬ 
ing.” 

And even when it did end, 
the difficulty wasn’t over for 
Alison: she injured her ankle 
just minutes from the mar¬ 
quee that marked the end of 


the trek. 

“Trust me to do it right at 
the end!” she said. “At least I 
accomplished it limping.” 

But she says she would 
definitely take on a similar 
challenge for the Alzhei¬ 
mer’s Society again. 

She described the mo¬ 
ment of stepping onto the 
peak of Ben Nevis, 1,344m 
above sea level: “It was like a 
blizzard, like stepping onto 
Everest. 

“What on Earth was going 
on at that moment was just 
incredible.” 

She says she and Joanna 
have received plenty of sup¬ 
port from friends and family, 
including some tips on the 
hike from a Scottish uncle. 

They have each raised 
more than £500, and they 
have until the end of July to 
raise even more.

Councillor was 
over drink limit 


A PARISH councillor has 
admitted getting behind 
the wheel while more than 
twice the drink-drive limit. 

Edward Ninian Bicker- 
ton appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates' Court on Fri¬ 
day and entered a guilty 
plea for the offence, which 
took place on June 10. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
told the court that Bicker- 
ton drove his pick-up truck 
from Whittlesford to the 
Four Wentways rounda¬ 
bout, down the A505 and 
onto the A1307 to his ad¬ 
dress in Horseheath. 

It was his ninth wedding 
anniversary, the court was 
later told, and he was drink¬ 
ing with a friend. 

When police arrested 
Bickerton at his home, in 
West Wickham Road, he 
had 92 micrograms of alco¬ 
hol per 100ml of breath. The 
legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

Bickerton, 41, who sits on 
Horseheath Parish Coun¬ 
cil, already had six penalty 
points on his licence, and 
had a previous conviction 
for excess alcohol in 1996.

Fyndsay Hayhow, mitigat¬ 
ing, said: “There was a very 
early acceptance of his guilt 
and he was helpful to the 
police officer who attended 
the village." 

Immediately after the of¬ 
fence, Bickerton tendered 
his resignation to Horse¬ 
heath Parish Council - but 
all members refused to ac¬ 
cept it, Mrs Hayhow added. 

He is his family’s sole 
breadwinner, the barrister 
continued, and works as a 
self-employed builder. 

His wife suffers from a 
number of illnesses and is 
on the liver transplant list, 
so he also takes a lot of re¬ 
sponsibility for the couple’s 
two children. 

Mrs Hayhow added: “He 
also has a number of vol¬ 
untary commitments - he 
helps neighbours, helps 
at the church and helps 
through his work as a parish 
councillor. 


“Everyone has rallied 
about him in the past three 
weeks. 

“He has also been trying 
to start up an apprentice 
who has a driving licence 
that he can train up with 
him and rely on for trans¬ 
port." 

Bickerton currently has 
no employees. 

Magistrates ordered that 
he complete 40 hours of 
unpaid work, and disquali¬ 
fied him from driving for 24 
months. 

He can reduce this dis¬ 
qualification by 24 weeks if 
he completes a drink-drive 
rehabilitation course by No¬ 
vember 15, 2016. 

Richard Turfitt, chairman 
of the bench, also ordered 
Bickerton to pay a £150 
court charge, £85 towards 
prosecution costs and a £60 
victim surcharge.

Why not just put 
up council tax? 

WHAT often looks good on paper 
or in the council chamber is not 
always what happens in real life. 

I have maintained a garden waste 
recycling facility in my garden for 
many years but still make use of the 
brown bin collection. Why is this, 
you ask? Because there are items 
like tree cuttings and prunings from 
shrubs which are more suitable to 
large-scale recycling than at home. 

This is because they are bulky, 
take a long time to compost on a 
low-heat, small-scale domestic bin. 
In a large-scale recycling facility 
like the council should be running 
these items break down far quicker 
and generate considerable amount 
of heat. Also, cardboard packaging 
is really not suitable for domestic 
recycling and if the brown bin 
option is not available these items 
will transfer to the blue bin. Not 
a saving at all, just a transfer to 
another area. 

We already have fly-tipping 
problems because St Edmundsbury 
thought they could save money by 
charging to collect larger items of 
domestic waste. Those who can 
afford to pay do but many can't 
and fly-tipping ensures. If there is 
a charge for brown bin collection 
more fly-tipping will ensure. 

Not only that, those who demand 
and pay for a brown bin collection 
will mean you will still need lorries 
and crew to go around to collect 
and empty the waste so how does 
that effect your savings? What 
happens when people put bins out 
but refuse to pay any more? More 
stinking bins with rotting vegetation 
in. Then there is a health problem. 
How will you know what bins are 
paid for and what are not? Another 
example of a tax on the poor. 

As to the savings you expect to 
make, what about the redundancy 
payments, cost of closing existing 
facilities etc? And if you keep the 
recycling facility to recycle the 
council's own green waste why 
not keep it going for everyone? 
There are economies of scale as 
it is far more efficient to recycle 
large-scale especially as there is an 
end product that could be used by 
the council as a top dressing, plus 
it could be marketed. The heat 
generated by the waste should be 
used to perhaps generate electricity, 
thereby making a gain from the 
feed-in tariff. 

Commercial waste companies 
manage to generate profits from 
the collection and recycling of 
household and commercial waste. 
With no shareholders to pay 
dividends there is every reason 
to believe that a non-commercial 
organisation could at least run a 
similar operation without loss. And 
by the way, the public already 
believes they are being charged for 
their bin collection and disposal 
through their council tax bill. 
Adding an additional charge for 
brown bin collection will seem like 
a double charge to them and would 
seem unfair when most of them are 
struggling with the cutbacks to their

‘Pay for garden 
waste collection’ 


GARDEN waste may no 
longer be collected for free 
under proposals being dis¬ 
cussed by the county coun¬ 
cil. 

On July 14, Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet will con¬ 
sider proposals to introduce 
a new charged service for 
residents who want their 
garden waste collected. 

The council will be the 
first member of the Suffolk 
Waste Partnership, which 
also includes St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council, to 
consider the proposals. 

The purpose of the pro¬ 
posals is to encourage home 
composting. If all Suffolk’s 
councils adopted them, they 
would save about £2 million 
a year. 

A charged collection 
scheme for garden waste, 
which in some areas in¬ 
cludes food waste, is already 
in place in Babergh and Mid 
Suffolk. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment and public pro-

tection Cllr Matthew Hicks 
said: “Should Cabinet sup¬ 
port this proposal, further 
work is required within the 
partnership to consider how 
we can incentivise home 
composting further. This 
may include offering com¬ 
posting bins at a reduced 
cost.” 

Suffolk Waste Partnership 
chairman Cllr Clive Arthey 
added: “The Suffolk Waste 
Partnership has made great 
strides towards joint work¬ 
ing over the last 16 years but 
there are service areas where 
significant differences still 
remain. Our organic waste 
services are one such area. 

“The proposal being con¬ 
sidered is a potential solu¬ 
tion to a complex issue but 
reservations still remain. I 
hope we will find a solution 
that is consistent across Suf¬ 
folk and works for all eight 
authorities’.” 


However, the proposals 
have been a cause for con¬ 
cern among local residents. 
Gwen Dalton, assistant sec¬ 
retary of the Manor Road 
Allotment Association, said: 
“I think it’s wrong that they 
should charge us for it, be¬ 
cause they already charge us 
in our council tax.” 

Secretary of the Chalk- 
stone Tenants and Resi¬ 
dents’ Association Ernie 
Goody said: “There are items 
like tree cuttings and prun- 
ing’s from shrubs which are 
more suitable to large-scale 
recycling than at home This 
is because they are bulky, 
take a long time to compost 
on a low heat small-scale do¬ 
mestic bin. In a large-scale 
recycling facility like the 
council should be running 
these items break down far 
quicker and generate con¬ 
siderable amount of heat.”

A HAVERHILL woman is support¬ 
ing a campaign that could lead to 
personalised breast cancer treat¬ 
ment. 

Kristina Bright, 36, of Thurlow 
Place, appeared in a video created 
by the Addenbrooke’s Charitable 
Trust to raise awareness of their 
new Bracode campaign. 

The campaign supports a study 
into how new information about 
different types of breast cancer 
could be used to treat patients. 

Dr Jean Abraham, consultant 
in medical oncology at Adden¬ 
brooke’s, said: “It maybe possible, if 
we understand the genetic changes 
that have taken place in each breast 
cancer patient, that we can make 
changes to their care to ensure that 
the treatment they receive is the 
most effective for them. 

“But we need to investigate this in 
clinical practice. We need to know, 
for example, that the genes in pa¬ 
tients’ tumours can be sequenced 
quickly enough and at a cost ac¬ 
ceptable to the NHS. 


“We need to monitor, over time, 
which tumour types respond to 
which treatments so future patients 
can be spared those which cause 
more harm than good.” 

In the video, which also features 
actress Patricia Hodge, Kristina ap¬ 
pears with nine other women in a 
bra and jeans. 


She said: “They wanted some 
people who were body-confident, 
and I had just lost 20 pounds! 

“It was really exhausting being 
under hot lights all day, but it was 
really nice to meet some of the oth¬ 
er ladies who had had breast canc- 
cer. 

“It was emotional for them, and 


for all of us. It was a really inspiring 
day.” 

Receptionist and mother-of-six 
Kristina also has a 15-year-old step¬ 
son whose mother died of breast 
cancer aged 27, when he was just 
one and a half. 

Kristina said: “Any treatment for 
breast cancer is worth it.”

Y OU'VE (almost certainly) seen the 

film, but have you seen the play? Alan 
Bennett's educational masterpiece 
The History Boys has come to Cambridge 
Arts Theatre, and if you missed the film cast 
- James Corden, Dominic Cooper, Russell 
Tovey and Richard Griffiths - in their original 
casting on stage when it debuted in 2004 at 
the National Theatre, now's your chance to 
make amends. 

Sure, Corden and co. still aren't in this 
production from the Sell A Door Theatre 
Company, but at least you'll be seeing 
Bennett's work as intended. 

It tells of a group of Sheffield grammar 
school students preparing for their Oxbridge 
exams, caught in the crossfire of opposing 
teaching styles: jump through hoops a la 
temporary tutor Tom Irwin, or be genuinely 
interested in learning for learning's sake, 
promoted by general studies teacher Hector. 

Witty, intriguing and powerfully written, 
it'll make you laugh and your brain work. We 
caught up with Poldark actor Richard Hope to 
find out what it's like playing the troubled but 
inspirational Hector. 

What first attracted you to The History 

Boys? 

Alan Bennett really. I was the runner-up for 


a play years ago that he did, so I've always 
wanted to work with him since and Hector is 
such a wonderful part to do. With Bennett I 
rank him with Frayn and Stoppard, I really like 
the way they use language, and [the play's] 
funny. 

Have you had the opportunity to spend 
much time with Bennett since winning the 
part? 

He was involved in the casting and we've 
been in touch with him quite a lot. He 
doesn't come out much nowadays, but 
he's been involved and given the show his 
blessing. 

How would you describe Hector? Richard 
Griffith's version was quite an imposing, 
rambunctious image. 

If you read the blurb it always says he's a 
"maverick teacher". I've approached it post- 
Savile; it was written before that happened 
[it is alluded to in the play that Hector has 
a proclivity for inappropriately touching the 
boys he teaches]. The core of Hector is the 
fact he inspires his students to learn poetry, 
to learn things that are not normally on the 
curriculum, so that was the area I wanted to 
pursue, despite the other side of the story, 
which comes out as the play goes along. It's 
the way that you teach, how we teach and 


what we teach that should be at the forefront 
of his life. 

What do you want people to take away 
from the show? 

We hope that people, when they leave the 
theatre, they're given three visions of how 
you teach by different teachers, and I don't 
know if Bennett even answers it at the end, 
it's left to you as the audience to decide: 
which one do you like? At the Q&A's it's 
quite interesting, even though Hector's guilty 
of abusing some of the kids, people still say 
they'd like to be taught by him because he is 
an inspiration. 

What were you like at school? 

I think I was annoying. I was always trying 
to find out what I should learn. I was lucky, 

I had some good teachers and again, it was 
people doing stuff outside the curriculum that 
inspired you to do other things. 

Why do you think The History Boys has 
been so popular and become so iconic? 

I think it's because it's very funny. I've heard 
people say: "I wasn't going to come and see 
that because I thought it'd be a bit too high¬ 
brow", but actually they did enjoy it. You can 
enjoy it on lots of different levels. 

How does the play differ to the film? 

The film doesn't have the strong language in it 


that the play has. The film avoids a lot of the 
issues, you don't see anything that happens 
in the film, you don't see it in the play really, 
but it's spoken about. The song sequences 
are there, and we have a very talented 
cast straight out of drama school, the next 
generation of very good actors - they keep 
me on my toes. 

Cambridge is the last stop on this current 
tour. What do you have lined up next? 

I'm doing series 2 of Poldark. I play [banker] 

Harris Pascoe, and at the end of series one you 
see him setting up a loan for Ross Poldark, and 
in series two all those things unravel, so for 
me, season two is much meatier. 

It's being broadcast around the world. Did 
you ever envisage the show doing so well? 

No, gradually things come round and you 
don't know if it will work or not. It had such 
phenomenal success when it was first done 
in the 70s. Some people said we were onto a 
turkey: 'Why do that when it's already been 
done?' But I think the script is great, they've 
got some really wonderful leads and they spent ^ 
their time casting and finding the right people. 

It's become a global phenomenon; the only 
time I've had anything like that was when I 
played Hooper in the original Brideshead 
Revisited [starring Jeremy Irons].
